The latter, being a prior law,

"Johnson's Alphabet of First Things In.

She was built at thu Cove, Que- 
bec, in the winter of 1830-;51 and during 
the season of 1S;j2-33 plied between Que- 
bec and Halifax. In the latter season 
she was sent to London and there char- 
tered by the Portuguese government to 
transport troops intended for the serv- 
ice of tho late Dom Pedro to Brazil. Re- 
turning to London, she was sold to the/ 
Spanish government, by the latter con- 
verted into a cruiser and employed 
ugainst Don Carlos in the civil war o* 
1830. thus being the flrst 'steamer to 
Sire a hostile shot.

In Ah address to the state 
fruit 


Sorghum for Dairy Cows 


George H. Clarke, near 
Fairvew. 


Orange county, raised forty acres of 
sorghum this year, planted on newly 
broken salt grass land, for cattle feed, 
as he has been experimenting with it. 
a.H an exclusive food for dairy cows, 
says the Ventura Democrat, and is 
satisfied 
with tho result. 
His crop 


yielded from eight to ten tons per acre 
in addition to the portion fed green 
during the summer to his big dairy 
herd. 


The sorghum was planted closely in 


drills, and therefore grew less rank 
and woody than when given 
more 


room on the ground, with the result 
that cattle eat it clean and there is 
very little waste. Mr. Clarke says 
that the question of cattle feed in dry 
seasons is practically solved, as sorg- 
hum 
w i l l grow . on poorer land than 


almost any 
other forage crop, and 


thrives where many other crops would 
be choked out by weeds or killed by 
drought. 


Another Farmer Trust 


A recent press dispatch from Chicago 


announces that the "farmers of South- 
ern Illinois have formed a trust to 
battle with the commission 
men's 


trust of St. Louis. 
Two thousand and 


eighty-five farmers will now do their 
own commission business. Their head- 
quarters will be in East St. Louis. 
St. Louis will get no part of their pro- 
duct unless the St. Louis commission 
men go across the river and agree to 
the farmers' terms. What product is 
not sold in East St. Louis will be 
shipped to Chicago and eastern cities. 
A market house will be established in 
East/St. Louis, to which the 
farmers 


will/bring their products." 


Ventura County Beans in Europe 
In November 500 sacks of 
Lima 


beans were shipped to London, 700 to 
Liverpool and 1000 to Franco, 
from 


Ventura county. Commenting on these 
facts, the Redlands Citrograpb eays: 
"The bean industry of Southern Cali- 
fornia is gigantic in size, and ship- 
ments are made all over tho world. We 
fail to see tho necessity, however, of 
shipping navy beans east to the can- 
ning factories, have them processed 
there, and then shipped hack to Cali- 
fornia. 
Do you? Those beans should 


all be canned here, and the finished 
product, ready for the table and then 
shipped." 


Roeding's Fig Industry 


George C. Roedinc, tho pioneer in 


the development of the fig industry in 
Fresno county, has "made a complete 
commercial success of lig production, 
his dried figs'of 
the true Smyrna va- 


riety, 
which he has named tho Cali- 


myrnn, being equal to tho best im- 
ported article. Tho crop is over forty 
tons this season, the fruit being far 
uperior to that of last year, as it av- 
erages largur and tho skins are quite 
tender, due to tho improved method 
of handling, says the Kural Press. lie 
has an orchard of sixty acres, about 
4000 trees, and tlTero are twenty acres 
of young trees, 01 eighty acres in all.
